NEW NATIONAL LIBRARY OF' MEDICINE: A bill signed by 
the President on Aug. 3, 1956 provides for a National Li- 
brary of Medicine to be established in the Public Health 
Service. The measure also provides for transfer of all 
functions of the Armed Forces Medical Library to the 
Public Health Service. The new library will be adminis— 
tered by a board of regents that will consist of 10 men-— 
bers appointed to four year terms by the President with 
the consent of the Senate. 

FORD FOUNDATION MENTAL HEALTH GRANTS: Grants total- 
ing 6,826,850 dollars for research in mental health during 
the next five years have been announced by the Ford 
Foundation. -These grants go to 2l research centers in 
the United States, mostly universities and institutions 
connected with universities. Additional grants to 
European institutions will be announced later. 

NEW OFFICERS OF AMERICAN NEUROLOGICAL SOCIETY. Dr. 
H. Houston Merritt was elected president and Dr. Israel 
S. Wechsler president-elect of the American Neurological 
Society at its annual meeting in Atlantic City in June, 
1956. Other officers include Dr. Richard B. Richter, first 
vice-president; Dr. Augustus Rose, second vice-president; 
Dr. Charles Rupp, secretary—treasurer; and Dr. William F. 
Caveness, assistant secretary. 

The eighty-second annual meeting of the Society is 
scheduled for June 17-19, 1957, at the Claridge Hotel, 
Atlantic City, N. J. 

ESTABLISHMENT OF NATIONAL NEUROLOGICAL FOUNDATION:
